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CHAIRMAN'S  MESSAGE 


Members  will  be  interested  to  learn  that 
the  Club  is  nearing  a  solution  with  the 
Council  of  the  City  of  Sydney  to  the 
problems  created  by  the  Ordinance  70 
Notice  served  on  us  some  time  ago.  Details 
of  the  settlement  will  be  announced  in  the 
next  issue  but  will  not  be  finalised  until  we 
appear  before  the  Land  and  Environment 
Court  on  September  26,  1983. 

A  building  sub-committee  was  formed  to 
carry  out  much  of  the  detailed  work 
involved,  and  completed  their  report  to  the 
committee  recently.  This  report  was 
accepted  and  negotiations  subsequently 
finalised  with  the  council  subject  now  to  the 
agreement  being  confirmed  by  the  court. 

At  a  recent  Olympic  fund-raising  lunch 
held  in  the  Club  Room  the  Club  was 
presented  by  the  Australian  Olympic 
Federation  with  a  shield  as  a  token  of  their 
appreciation  for  the  generosity  of  our 
members  in  raising  funds  for  the  1984 
Olympic  Games  Appeal.  This  most  attractive 
plaque  has  been  hung  in  the  first  floor  bar. 

It  is  my  intention  to  arrange  a  function  to 
hand  a  Club  cheque  to  the  Federation  and 
members  will  be  invited  to  participate. 

Club  member  Terry  Jackman  was  all 
smiles  recently  at  the  world  premiere  of  his 
Australian  film  "Phar  Lap".  My  wife  and  I 
were  delighted  to  be  invited  to  the  premiere 
and  the  supper  that  followed.  Naturally, 
because  of  its  theme  there  were  a  very  large 
number  of  members  of  Tattersall's  Club  at 
the  premiere  who  obviously  thoroughly 
enjoyed  the  evening.  Thanks  again  Terry 
and  please  accept  our  best  wishes  for  the 
success  of  the  film  not  only  here  but 
overseas. 

Phar  Lap's  great  record  and  the 
subsequent  controversy  is  well  documented 
in  the  film  and  the  scenery  and  photography 
are  absolutely  breathtaking.  Phar  Lap  won 
the  Melbourne  Cup  in  1930.

Brilliant  author,  Morris  West,  suggests 
the  world  is  being  swept  by  a  psychic 
epidemic  of  plague  proportions.  He 
quotes  Carl  Gustav  Jung's: 

“It  is  becoming  more  and  more 
obvious  that  it  is  not  starvation,  not 
microbes,  not  cancer,  but  man  himself 
who  is  mankind's  greatest  danger; 
because  he  has  no  adequate  protection 
against  psychic  epidemics,  which  are 
infinitely  more  devastating  in  their 
effect  than  the  greatest  natural  catas¬ 
trophes".  (Modern  Man  in  Search  of  a 
Soul). 

So  we're  our  own  greatest  danger, 
whether  you  agree  or  argue  I  believe 
we  have  within  our  own  cabletow  and 
strength  of  character  the  ability  to 
immunise  ourselves  against  the  psychic 
epidemic  or  problems  we  meet  today. 

Morris  West  writes:  “More  and  more 
in  my  autumn  years,  I  am  forced  to  the 
Voltairean  conclusion.  A  man  must 
cultivate  his  own  garden,  but  he  must 
leave  the  gates  open,  so  that  men  of 
goodwill  may  enter,  share  bread  and 
wine  and  go  out  again  with  a  message 
of  welcome  for  others  on  the  pilgrim 
road. 

“We  have  to  teach  them  that  man 
cannot  endure  without  forgiveness, 
and  that  vendetta,  among  individuals 
or  nations,  is  fruitless  barbarity.  How¬ 
ever,  not  even  an  army  working  in 
concert  will  cure  man's  madness  over¬ 
night." 

To  some  this  may  sound  like  a 
message  of  despair,  a  final  epicurean 
gesture  against  the  encroaching  mad¬ 
ness.  I  do  not  see  it  so. 

“There  are  many  gardens  where 
many  travellers  enter.  Messages  of 
hope  and  charity  do  go  out,  seeds 
blown  by  a  vagrant  wind.  Where  they 
fall,  God  knows;  but  some  take  root 
and  flowers  bloom  in  strange  places,  a 
beauty  in  miniature,  a  tiny  cosmos 
defying  the  lunatic  chaos  of  our  time." 

This  I  believe  —  and  may  I  commend 
the  new  novel  “The  World  is  Made  of 
Glass"  by  Morris  West.

I  accepted  an  invitation  to  attend  a 
luncheon  and  wine  tasting  at  Le  Relais 
Fleurie  in  Mittagong.  The  menu  was 
superb  and  the  wine  list  varied  and 
interesting  including  older  vintage 
white  and  red  wines,  South  African  and 
Italian  reds  and  a  1950  port.  Then  I 
faced  up  to  the  Epicurean  fund  raising 
Olympic  Games  function  at  Tattersall's 
Club  in  the  evening.  By  arriving  late  I 
missed  the  tempting  Tattersall's 
canapes  accompanied  by  the  Alicante 
Flor  Sherry  but  previous  experience  of 
this  popular  flavoursome  dry  sherry 
merely  made  me  keener  to  taste  the 
variety  of  excellent  wines  available 
later. 

The  fillet  of  fish  with  artichoke  was 
accompanied  by  the  Chateau  Tahbilk 
1982  Marsanne  and  the  Moordah  Estate 
Verdelho.  Marsanne  is  a  variety  of  grape 
and  produces  a  Chablis-style  wine  with 
fruit  flavour  and  a  crisp  dry  finish. 

The  1983  Verdelho  from  the  West 
Australian  Moordah  Brook  Estate  was  a 
richly  fruity  wine  that  should  develop 
in  intensity  with  bottle  age. 

A  palate  clearing  Champagne  Sorbet 
was  followed  by  Fillet  of  Beef  with 
walnut  stuffing  and  the  famous  1980 
Redman  Claret  and  1980  Chateau 
Tahbilk  Cabernet  Sauvignon.  The  beef 
drew  whimpers  of  delight  from  all 
present  and  the  accompanying  wines 
perfected  the  presentation.  Both  the 
reds  will  improve  with  further  bottle 
ageing  and  may  be  cellared  for  many 


years  with  confidence. 

Lyn  and  Les  Cox  enjoyed  the  dinner 
and  agreed  it  was  a  memorable  occasion. 

The  dinner  drew  to  a  happy  conclu¬ 
sion  with  individual  Paris  Breast  and 
imported  and  local  cheeses.
